Th^wpose is to secure CARBOHYDRATE 1 s 
testimony re CARCARANA*s activities prior to his arrest. The mechanics 
of the ssfrjMUBA subpoena are as follows i 

The Frankfurt court transmits a Beweisbeschluas to the Berlin 
court (Amtsgerichtfl with a list of questions which arqto tw put to C. 

The Berlin court then notifies C that be is to appear f) before the Berlin 
court at a certain time and date, i.e«, a subpoena, to testify. The judge 
examines C upon the list of written questions, the answerv are recorded, 
and the fils with the answered questions is returned to the Frankfurt court. 

It may be noted that C has not yet received any official notice from the 
Berlin court of the subpoena~the tanonhaM bureaucratic wheels are still 
grinding, c will probably receive the subpoena next weak.

5. When C asked rgxfcwa whether be could testify that CARC RANA was in touch 
with an occupation power and that CARCA RANA 2 advised against this contact, th. 
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case officer j aq p i deferr d answer pending examination of the precise 

questions re which CARBOHYDRATE is to be examined. 

6. The case officer discussed with C the possibility that C might have to 
leave Berlin for a short while to avoid subpoena. C's reaction was 
that there seemed to be two pos s ibi lit ies-ei ther the undersigned could give 
him a clear line to follow In Answering questions put to him by the court or 
a trip out of the country might possibly be in order. 

7’ As requested earlier, C had discussed the divorce affair tp with Ladell. 

The latter felt that transmission of the case file to a DDR court to allow 
examination fo CARGARANA would be very unlikely*- jeDRBP courts almost newer 
did this if the result would be hards ip to someone. But Ladell felt that 
eitho* the draft affidavit would not be admitted as evidence (the nanMnxx 
best evidence rule— don’ t admit w* statements as to what a person knows when 
the person is av^yible to testify directly) or that it would be insufficient 
the court would still want to take direct testimony from CARBOHYDRATE,
